Interview Summary 

A telephonic interview was conducted with Applicant's representative, Jose R. Matta #56978 on 10/12/06 to discuss 
the claims 24,38,41 and 47 as been amended in the request for continuation examination filed on 8/14/06. The 
amendments and remarks appear to overcome the reference William et al (US 6199151). However, the claims 
24,38,41 appear failing to comply with the written description requirement, 

As in claim 24, Examiner requests further clarifications on boot, reset and other pre-configuration state of the 
apparatus. Examiner further suggests amendments in claim 24 to indicate: 

"generating an unencoded chip select word in response to ..unencoded chip select mode" and "generating an 
encoded chip select word in response to .. encoded chip select mode". 
As in claims 38,41,47 Examiner suggests amendments similar to above of claim 24. .
